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SDBJECTj Soviet Counteraction on Haj to Mecca 
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1. For several years the Aasrlean Committee for Liberation 

has sent a few Soviet Meals* emigres on the annual Haj to Meoea to tell 
their earn stories of Soviet oppression of their homela n ds to Moales 
audiences and to oountsr Sovist propaganda during the religloue 
pilgrlnage. Reports of ths AmEomUb pilgrias have included information 
on the general character and actions of the pilgrims sent by the USSR. 

2. On this year's HaJ in June the Soviets took the u nusu a l 
action of adding to their group of pilgrias the eon of one of the 
pilgrias sent by AmComLlb. The father. Dr, Said Magruf Serial, an 
Dxbek with Italian citiaenship, la in the U.S. as an s m a h a n ge professor 
at the University of Pennsylvania. The eon, left behind when the 
father defeated during World War U, is Dr. Jowwat Karlaoff, director 
of eight hospitals in Kara! kapak in the USSR. The nesting was deeply 
emotional and disturbing to the father. The Soviet sows to confront 
the enigre with his well-educated eon wee obviously calculated to 
oauee his father's redefection, sines the son was not the typo of person 
normally included in ths Soviet HaJ delegation. 

3. Although the American Committee oovers lte support of 
emigre pilgrims, the emigres' plans to attend the Haj can be readily 
ascertained in advenes through vise applications. Either by this 
means or through informants in the emigration in the U.S., the Soviets 
oould have planned their operation on firm information well in advance 
of the trip. 

b. A full report of the incident will be obtained from 
Dr. Karlmi when he returns to ths U.S. and will be made available 
for your study and analysis of this new type of Soviet action. 
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
